Response to Amendment 

1 . This Office Action is in response to the applicant's communication, Amendment 
A, received on March 28, 2005. 

2. Claims 1-47 are presented for examination. 

3. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-47 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new grounds of rejection. 

Claim Rejections • 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

5. Claims 1-47 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by David 
L.Trafton - Lockheed Martin, "How to Use Your PLUS Results: For Examiners", 
November 23, 1999, pages 1-6. 

6. Regarding Claims 1 , 9, 22, and 35. Trafton teaches receiving a text request 
(page 2, lines 1-44, and page 3, The following screens...', page 5 'Using EAST, lines 1- 
22, EAST BRS Format P/N Entry Screen') comprising a unique identifier (p. 3 The 
following screens...', p. 5 'Using EAST, lines 1-22, EAST BRS Format P/N Entry 
Screen') and unformatted text (p. 3, 'The following screens...', p. 5 'Using EAST, lines 
1-22, EAST BRS Forniat P/N Entry Screen'), wherein the unique identifier identifies an 
electronic file (p. 3, 'The following screens...', p. 5 'Using EAST, lines 1-22, EAST BRS 
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Format P/N Entry Screen', p. 6, Select the L# to View, Choosing Display Content for A 
Window); parsing the text request to identify the unique identifier (p. 3, The following 
screens...', p. 5 'Using EAST, lines 1-22, EAST BRS Forniat P/N Entry Screen', p. 6, 
Select the L# to View, Choosing Display Content for A Window, i.e. browser 
application); requesting the electronic file identified by the unique identifier (p. 3, 'The 
following screens...', p. 5 'Using EAST, lines 1-22, EAST BRS Format P/N Entry 
Screen', p. 6, Select the L# to View, Choosing Display Content for A Window). 

7. Regarding Claims 2, 3, 1 0, 1 1 , 23, 24, 36, and 37, the limitations of these claims 
have been noted in the rejection above. In addition, Trafton teaches query a user to 
order the file identified by the selected unique identifiers (p. 1, lines 5-43, p. 2, lines 1- 
44, p. 3, 'The following screens...', p. 5 'Using EAST, lines 1-22, EAST BRS Format P/N 
Entry Screen', p. 6, Select the L# to View, Choosing Display Content for A Window). 

8. Regarding Claims 4, 12, 25, and 38, Trafton teaches unique identifiers are 
delivered as a bundle (p. 1 , lines 5-43, p. 2, lines 1-44, p. 3, 'The following screens...', 
p. 5 'Using EAST, lines 1-22, EAST BRS Format P/N Entry Screen', p. "6, Select the L# 
to View, Choosing Display Content for A Window). 

9. Regarding Claims 5, 13, 26, and 29, Trafton teaches a window for a text request 
selection (p. 1, lines 5-43, p. 2, lines 1-44, p. 3, 'The following screens...', p. 5 'Using 
EAST, lines 1-22. EAST BRS Format P/N Entry Screen', p. 6, Select the L# to View, 
Choosing Display Content for A Window). 

1 0. Regarding Claims 6, 1 7, 30, and 43, Trafton teaches the file is selected from a 
group of multimedia files, image files, document files, and program files (p. 1 , lines 5-43, 
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p. 2, lines 1-44, p. 3, The following screens...', p. 5 'Using EAST, lines 1-22, EAST 
BRS Format P/N Entry Screen', p. 6, Select the L# to View, Choosing Display Content 
for A Window). 

1 1 . Regarding Claim 7, 31 , and 1 8, Trafton teaches a client computer (p. 1 , lines 5- 
43, p. 2, lines 1-44, p. 3, The following screens...', p. 5 'Using EAST, lines 1-22, EAST 
BRS Format P/N Entry Screen', p. 6, Select the L# to View, Choosing Display Content 
for A Window ). 

12. Regarding Claims 8, 19, 32, 35, 44, and 45, Trafton teaches a server computer 
(p. 1, lines 5-43, p. 2, lines 1-44, p. 3, 'The following screens...', p. 5 'Using EAST, lines 
1 -22, EAST BRS Forniat P/N Entry Screen', p. 6, Select the L# to View, Choosing 
Display Content for A Window). 

1 3. Regarding Claims 14, 27, and 40, Trafton teaches an electronic file (p. 1 , lines 5- 
43, p. 2, lines 1-44, p. 3, 'The following screens...', p. 5 'Using EAST, lines 1-22, EAST 
BRS Format P/N Entry Screen', p. 6, Select the L# to View, Choosing Display Content 
for A Window). 

14. Regarding Claims 15, 28, and 41 , Trafton teaches consumer product (p. 1 , lines 
5-43, p. 2, lines 1-44, p. 3, 'The following screens...', p. 5 'Using EAST, lines 1-22, 
EAST BRS Format P/N Entry Screen', p. 6, Select the L# to View, Choosing Display 
Content for A Window). 

1 5. Regarding Claims 1 6, 29, and 42, Trafton teaches the item is a service (p. 1 , 
lines 5-43. p. 2, lines 1-44, p. 3, 'The following screens...', p. 5 'Using EAST, lines 1-22, 
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EAST BRS Format P/N Entry Screen', p. 6, Select the L# to View, Choosing Display 
Content for A Window). 

1 6. Regarding Claims 20, 23, and 46, Trafton teaches the request comprises text (p. 
1, lines 5-43, p. 2, lines 1-44, p. 3, 'The following screens...', p. 5 'Using EAST, lines 1- 
22, EAST BRS Format P/N Entry Screen', p. 6, Select the L# to View, Choosing Display 
Content for A Window). 

1 7. Regarding Claim 34, Trafton teaches the request comprises an image (p. 1 , lines 
5-43, p. 2, lines 1-44, p. 3, 'The following screens...', p. 5 'Using EAST, lines 1-22, 
EAST BRS Format P/N Entry Screen', p. 6, Select the L# to View, Choosing Display 
Content for A Window). 

1 8. Regarding Claim 44, Trafton teaches the means which essentially comprises the 
same means as a Java applet (p. 1 , lines 5-43, p. 2, lines 1-44, p. 3, 'The following 
screens...', p. 5 'Using EAST, lines 1-22, EAST BRS Format P/N Entry Screen', p. 6, 
Select the L# to View, Choosing Display Content for A Window). 

1 9. Regarding Claims 21 , 33, 39, and 47, the limitations of these claims have been 
noted in the rejection above. They are therefore rejected as set forth above.
